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INSTALLING BATTERIES 

You need two AA batteries to power 
the Space Lion. We recommend aika- 
iine batteries, such as RadioShack 
Cat. No. 23-552/557.

1. Instaii two AA batteries into the 
battery compartment at the bot- 
tom of the body, as indicated by 
the poiarity symbois (+ and -) 
marked inside the compartment. 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the 
required size and type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batter- 
ies, different types of batteries 
(standard, aikaiine, or re- 
chargeabie), or rechargeabie 
batteries of different capacities. 

2. Insert the battery compartment 
cover’s two tabs into the recesses 
near the ON/OFF switch. 

3. Press the tab on the other end of 
the cover and snap the cover into 
piace. 

4. Use a Phiiiips screwdriver to 
tighten the screw on the cover. 


When the Space Lion moves siowiy or 
not at aii, use a Phiiiips screwdriver to 
ioosen the screw on the cover, press 
the tab near the screw, and remove 
the cover. Then repiace the batteries. 


OPERATION 

When you have instaiied the batteries, 
set ON/OFF to ON. The Space Lion 
waiks forward, its head moves back 
and forth, and the weapons piatform 
on its back rotates.
